‘One thing I wonder mighaly at, 15, 
that neither the Emperor, nor the High 
Pricfts fhould hinder fuch Doétrines 
from taking Ground: For, if People 
are once per{waded that the Power of 
Kings and Priefts is derived from the 
People, nothing can hinder them from 
withdrawing it when ever they fee Oc- 
cafion ; fo that neither of ‘em: can be 
fafe on their Thrones. 


Then as to the Argument, gz. that 
if the Writings of Amida, Gc. does 
give any Power to the Priefts, then it 
is of their own inventing, is to’'me not 
only a very bold, but alfo a moftfenfe- 
Jefs Affertion. For how is it poffible, 
that fuch a Nation as yours {hould 
have all thefe Stories impofed upon 
you by a few Priefts’; ‘nay, not only 
yours, but alfo other’ neighbouring 
Nations, fach as China, Lartary, &e.

Neither can it be faid, that the

{ told you before, fo many other Peo- 
ple having had Copies of’em from the 
Beginning, and kept ‘em ever fince ; 
and firice they do all agree, it is un- 
reafonable to think that éver they did 
futter the leaft Corruption. 


Befides ," do but confider the va- 
rious Sects, that are and have been in 
Japan ever fince the Departure of the 
Law-givers, which Seéts are in conti- 
nual Difpures one with another about 
fome Points of Religion, Thefe Ditt 
putes do not arifé from any Difference 
of the Copies, but from the Darknefs 
of the Writings.

- However:, this may “always’ be’ 
faid for us, thae’tis no’ Affront either 
to our Reafon or our Manhood, to té- 
verence and obey. the Priefts tnder the 
notion of Legates of the Almighty’; be- 
eanfe then all our Submiffion is dis 
rectly paid to him, whofe Power and 
Authority over us, none but Fools and 
Madnien can callin gueftion,” But , 
Sir, however Iam’ glad to hear of 
what you toldme, vx. that thefe were 
none of your’ Arguments; and‘T with

they may not ‘be’ your Principles nej- 
ther : But however, tho’ you tell ‘me

As to the firft, I can’t fay much $ 
there may be Miftakes committed by 
the Tranfcribers ; yet I thould think 
there is yet enough left of the Wri- 
tings in which all Copics do agree to 
prove thefe Dodtrines ; but as for the 
latter, viz. of their being corrupted by 
the Keepers, fo as to render them liable 
to Sufpicion, I thought I had proved 
unfeafible, But yet, grant all this , 
what Kriterion will you make ufe of 
to know which is which?

Befides, we 
fee that Amida {peaks with all the Re- 
fpe& in the World of thefe Law-gi- 
vers, commends them, and in fhort, 
bears as much witnefs of them as they 
did of him: Now that a Man may be 
miftaken in another Man, may be well 
faid; but that a Prophet infpired by 
God fhould give.a good Charaéer to 
an Impoftor, is abfurd ; therefore the 
Authority of both, depending fo much 
upon One another, we cannot pull out 
one of the Pillars without bringing 
the whole Houfe upon our Heads.

As to your Second Rule, wiz. that 
youll have all the Copies agree in 
one Article before you believe it, I'll 
tell you what the CGonfequence of it 
will be ; you mutt firft take the Trou- 
ble to romage all the extant Copies, 
compare them very exactly, which by 
the way is no eafy task,-before you 
can fettle your Religion; which, when

nice Cuftomers ; we might all have 
doné that without the help of one fin- 
gle Miracle, 


Farther, if God defigned to reveal 
nhothiag to us but what was agreeable 
to our Reafon, then that very Reve- 
Jation was needlefs ; for our Reafon 
could have found it out of it (elf: But 
however, let that pafs as a Suppofition, 
becaufe it is not muclito the prefent 
purpofe whether it be true or no; 
this will however follow, that with- 
out the Help of any Supernatural Con- 
vittion , we might have given our 
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Affent te fuch reafonable: Propoli- 
trons. 


My Opinion therefore is, that thefe 
Lawagivers were to declare to us fome- 
thing above Reafon ; for which the 
Power of working Miracles was given 
them, that. they. might challenge our 
Belief to.a Thing which Reafon doth

Let me therefore make bold to give 
you the following Advice. 


Fir, always to diftinguifh thofe 
Things that are above Reafon, from 
thofe chat are againft it. We call that 
Thing againft’Reafon, that contradicts 
our former Ideas, framed on a due 
Confideration, or on felfcvident Prin- 
ciples; as for Inftance, to fay that Fire 
is cold, is again{t Reafon; becaufe we 
have upon good Grounds conceived 
the Idea of Fire, as of a hot Thing. But 
wheo we come to fpeak of God, and 
of his Nature, there’ is nothing can 
propertly be faid to’ contradict our ed,

becaufe we never did frame one. that 
we could fay was to be depended upon. 


Now if we are to fet fo great Value 
upon thofe Ideas our Reafon hasfra- 
med, how come Men all generally to 
agree in the Worfhip of Gad, which 
is certainly again{t thofe Ideas we had 
or Ought to have framed of him. -The 
Worlhip of God confifts.in praifing of 
him, in praying to him for what, we 
ftand in need of, and in giving Thanks 
for what we have received, The Idea 
we have of a God,.is of a Being. infi- 
nitely Good, Merciful, Ju, cc, .We 
reckon up all the Excellencies that we 
find in Men, and..attribute them: to 
God in.an. infinite manner.. When then 
ve, praile God, and tell of. his Atri, 
butes, may not that thock his Modelty 
as) prailing a Man before his.Face, To 
pray to, him for any ,Ble(lings, contray 
dicts the Ideas we had of his Goodnefs 
and. Liberality. He is, no. generous 
Perfon, .that,.knows ;another.to be in 
Necefiity; and will, not relieve .bim till 
he. asks for, it ; And fo to give, Thanks 
fo.a generous Spirit.for any Favour, is 
a. kind .of ;an.Affront to them, like 
| praifing 
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praifing of ems; and much more.to 
God, if we ‘follow our Ideas before 
fram’d. I wonder therefore, that it 
never came into your Heads to abolifh 
the Worthip of God, «as contrary to 
Reafon ; and then you'll have a very 
lazy Religion, and a good Time on’t. 


Nay, what do you think to believe 
that God is a Spirit, is not’ that quite 
contradicting all the Ideas..we hdd 
framed >/And that fame may alfo. be 
laid of believing God to be Infinite, 
Eternal) eo For our Underfianding 
is too ‘little to receive any Ideas, but 
- what are limited to Time, Place, @c. 
and Infinity, Frernity, being infinitely 
too large to igessr2,into fuch narrow 
Compals, :are: forced to lie without 
Doors, Farther, ask, that Reafon of 
yours that will believe: nothing that 
contradicts \it,-how the comes to be- 
lieve God’s Effence and his Attributes, to 
be the fame. without Compofition ; for 
it is-certain, i¢ will always apprehend 
his Wifdom and Power-as diftin@, his 
Juftice and. Mercy as oppolite.. How 
can we believe God to. be intire in_all 
Places, and. yet, not circum{cribed. to 
any 
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(36 ) 
any; that he penetrates all Subftance, 
and is mixed with none ; that he un- 
derftands without the Reception of 
any Idea; that he loves without Paf- 
fion, is angry without Diftarbance, 
repents without Change, and fo many 
other Perfe&tions that are effential to 
his Godhead ; ask your Reafon, I fay, 
whether it does fully underftand them, 
and it will anfwer negatively; why 
then do you believe ‘em. _It-is evident 
therefore , that it was. left even to 
Reafon to clip Religion, till it thought 
it enough, it would not.ceafe, till it 
had made it imperceptible to the niceft 
Eye. 


Sccondly, before we can pofitively 
affirm, that a Propofition implies a 
Contradiction, we muft-be fure, that 
the contradictory Idea we had fram’d 
before, is well grounded.
